After a drop of 24 cases from the 
Funeral assistance rolls during the 
last month, only four employable 
males in Adams county were on the 
relief rolls as of May 7. members of 
Hie county Board of Public Assist­ 
ance heard at their May meeting 
Tuesday afternoon in the board of­ 
fices on North Washington street. 
The executive director, Col. J. L. 
Barton, reported that the four men 
without work are awaiting W.P A 
assignments or other work oppor­ 
tunities. Two other persons on the 
relief lfcsts have “limited employ­ 
ability” or are available for only 
certain types of work. 
Tile executive director reported 
that the total case load as of May 
I was 872 cases, 13 below the figure 
for April I. Decreases in tile num­ 
ber of general assistance and old 
age assistance cases were partially 
offset by slight gains in the list of 
cases receiving blind pensions and 
aid to dependent children. 
Relief Totals 
The figures for each division of 
the relief load follow: Old age as­ 
sistance. 505 cases, a reduction of 
two since April I; blind pensions, 83. 
an increase of seven; aid to depend­ 
ent children, 148. an increase of one, 
and general assistance, 136, a reduc­ 
tion of 24 cases.

by commonwealth subsidy. 
Achterm an also disclosed the ways 
and means com m ittee would meet 
Thursday and release the rem aining 
six

tax 
measures. 
The 
other 
two 
constituting

program have been passed by the 
House and are in the Senate. 
Lower Taxes Inurns Led 
Achterman said the six tax bills 
“will be passed early next wreek and 
sent to the Senate.” 
“We expect to make a 
recom ­ 
m endation for reduction of taxes,” 
he added, explaining, however, some 
question had arisen over where to 
apply It.

The budget has been stalled in the 
House since February 3.

A chter­ 
man said “the general taxes which 
are perm anent will bring in income 
and all we have to do is appropriate 
against them so there won’t be any 
breakdown of the governm ent.” 
Senator Geltz’ threatened action 
is intended, the Allegheny leader 
said, to allow his branch more time 
to study the bills than it would 
have by waiting for the House m eas­ 
ures. 
“Copies of the bills are being 
drawn up now’,” he continued, “and 
they will complete the steps that 
the Senate can take in an effort to 
speed up the passage of legislation 
necessary for the operation of gov­ 
ernm ent and relief before the end 
of the biennium.
